I  he  latest  proposal  of  tin;  government, 
embodied  in  an  executive  message  to  Con- 
gress on  the  5th  inst.,  merits  a  very  careful 
consideration.  On  ils  face  it  is  a  measure  of 
relief  to  various  railway  Companies  who  are 
unable  to  carry  out  their  undertaking's,  and 
is  therefore  sure  to  command  mote' or  less 
sympathy  and  support.  In  reality,  however, 
it  is  nothing  less  than  a  dangerous  squander- 
ing of  public  funds  on  badly  managed 
pi  ivate  companies,  who  have  proved  their 
umyorthiness  and  unfitness  over  and  over 
again.  There  are  a  hall'  dozen  companies 
in  this  city  who  have  undertaken  to  build 
railways  simply  for  Ihe  private  fortunes  which 
can  be  made  out  of  their  promotion  ami 
construction,  and  these  alone  are  ready  to 
take  enough  from  the  public  treasury  to 
seriously  embarrass  the  whole  country. 
It  must  be  remembered  that  the  Brazilian 
treasury  is  not  overflowing  with  money  ;  on 
the  coutrary.it  is  even  now  hesitating  mi  the 
threshold  of  a  new  loan.  The  ruinously 
low  rate  of  exchange  now  ruling  and  the 
depreciated  slate  of  the  currency  clearly 
show  how  critical  the  situation  has  become, 
and  they  ought  to  show,  also,  that  the 
government  can  not  safely  lake  upon  itself 
any  more  obligations.  There  is  less  loss  to 
the  country  in  the  liquidation  of  these 
corrupt  companies  and  in  the  suspension  of 
these  unnecessary  railways  than  there  is  in 
the  squandering  of  more  money  upon  them 
and  in  the  consequent  further  depreciation 
of  the  currency.  We  can  wait  for  the  rail- 
ways which  are  designed  to  run  through 
unsettled  and  unproductive  regions,  much 
better  than  we  can  stand  exchange  at  a 
sixpence.

The  company, alter  much  too  long 
a  delay,  offered  to  lay  another  broad-gauge 
track  and  add  a  double  narrow-gauge  line 
between  Santos  and  Jundiahy,  provided  the 
government  would  authorize  the  necessary 
expenditures  ami  extend  the  time  within 
winch  the  slate  can  not  expropriate  the 
road.  These  conditions  are  necessary,  it 
was  explained,  to  enable  the  company  to 
raise  the  capital  needed  for  the  work.

The 
interpretation  of  the  old  contract  should  be 
settled  by  arbitration,  or  by  a  reference  to 
the  courls  ;  it  certainly  should  never  be 
permitted  to  defeat  a  scheme  on  which  so 
much  life  and  properly  is  depending.

—A  commercial  treaty  has  been  signed  between 
Argentina  and  Fiance, 

—The  President  of  Uruguay,  in  a  recent  mes- 
sage to  Congress,  says  that  the  haul;  circulation  in 
that  country  has  been  reduced  to  $2,388,000, 

— Two  wrecks  were  reported  at  the  Ponttt  de 
Pedra,  near  Montevideo,  on  the  7th,  but  the 
nationality  of  the  vessels  was  not  known. 

—According  to  the  balance  sheet  of  the  conver- 
sion office,  the  amount  of  bank  w.te-,  in  circulation 
in  Argentina  on  June  30th  was  $.'.62,498, 075. 

—  The  Rosario  gas  company  has  informed  the 
municipality  of  its  intention  to  cut  off  the  gas  supply 
if  its  little  account  of  $20,000  for    lighting   be   not 

settled. 

—  Another  revolution  in  Bolivia,  which  is  said  to 
have  been  repressed  at  once.  It  begins  to  look 
like  a  revolution  before  breakfast  every  day  in 
Central  and  South  America. 

—  In  view  of  the  low  stale  of  the  municipal 
exchequer  the  promise  of  10,000  dollars  towards 
the  proposed  new  torpedo  boat  has  been  cancelled. 
Bravo  Conscience  \—An>eittnie  A'iws,   Rosario, 

—An  expedition  against  Indians  in  the  Chaeo, 
apparently  conducted  by  private  parties,  recently 
returned  with  a  number  0f  prisoners  and  150  horses'. 
It  was  apparently  a  pillaging  expedition.  The 
Indians  will  become  slaves  and  their  horses  will  be 
treated  as  spoils. 

—The  Montevideo  branch  of  the  English  Bank  of 
the  River  Plate  has  been  granted  an  additional 
thirty  days'  moratorium,  dating  Irom  August  1st. 
The  liquidators  had  asked  for  another  year,  and 
this  short  period  was  granted  to  enable  Congress  to 
study  the  question, 

—The  Montevideo  vital  statistics  for  June  give 
685  births  (of  which  or  illegitimate),  09  mariinges 
and  381  deaths.  Of  the  deaths  16  were  from 
small-pox,  11  diphtheria  and  croup,  75  pulmonary 
diseases,  etc.  The  total  show-  an  increase  over 
May  (326)  which  is  ascribed  to  influenza. 

—  In  the  excitement  of  the  moment  the  Club 
del  Progresso  of  Buenos  Aires  voted  $10,000 
toward  the  purchase  of  a  new-  to>  pedn-bont  to 
replace  the  h'osales.  They  then  discovered  that 
there  was  no  money  in  the  treasury,  so  they  decided 
to  raise  the  subscriptions  $5  a  month,  the  difference 
lo  form  a  "relief"  fund. 

—  It  seems  that  much  of  the  haste  among  the 
Argentines  to  order  a  new  torpedo  cruiser  to  replace 
the  wrecked  A'os,iles,  was  due  lo  a  desire  to  impress 
the  Chilians  that  Argentina  proposes  to  maintain 
her  naval  strength.  The  popular  subscription, 
however,  revealed  elements  of  weakness  which  il  is 
not  good  policy   to  exhibit. 

-The  government  has  named  the  adjutant 
general,  Col.  I!  Blanco,  as  the  arbitrator  on  the 
claim  of  Ihe  captain  of  the  steamer  Spenser  for 
compensation  for  llie  damage  done  to  he  by  the 
torpedo  catcher  Resales  in  the  collision  at  the 
entrance  to  the  port  about  two  months  a"o.  The 
stun  claimed  is  $5,0.10  -Buenos  Aires  Herald. 

—Government  has  formally  notified  Ihe  Cham- 
hers  thai  il  is  about  to  celebrate  a  commercial  treaty 
with  Brazil,  which  will  be  dulv  submitted  for 
legislative  consideration  It  has  also  forwarded  to 
the  chambers  for  ratification  the  commercial  treaty 
with  Fiance,  on  the  base  of  ihe  "most  favoured 
nation"  clause,  which  has  already  been  signed  by 
the  respective  ministers.  —  Montevideo  Times. 
July  29. 

—  We  hear  Irom  a  recent  visitor  to  Rivera  that 
the  fighting  in  Santa  Anna  reported  last  week  was 
by  no  means  a  myth.  The  state  of  things  was  such 
thai  he  found  it  imposs'h'e  to  visit  Santa  Anna,  a 
Brazilian  town  which  lies  within  a  few  squares  of 
the  Oriental  town  of  Rivera.  People  were  being 
shot  down  pretty  freely  in  the  streets  and  the 
prospect  was  not  very  inviting  to  a  peaceably 
disposed  citizen.  —  I7rinriia\  A'esos,  Montevideo, 
July  31. 

—During  |une  there  were  in  Buenos  Aires  387 
marriages,  2018  births  and  1896  deaths,  of  which 
741  were  of  children  under  5  years  of  age  and  101 
children  were  still  born.  The  population  on  June 
loth  is  estimated  at  541,885.  The  police  arrested 
8221  persons.  There  were  13  fires,  which  caused 
losses  to  the  amount  of  $1,242,715  with  insurances 
for  only  $106,600.  The  hippodrome  clubs  sold 
sport  tickets  for  $1,941,756  and  the  Buenos  Aires 
1' ronton  for  $538,460;  the  theatres  received 
$111,054  from  89,649  spectators.  The  tramways 
carried  4,534,015  passengers.— Montevideo   Times. 

— The  large  Spanish  steamer  that  came  out 
here  some  time  ago  for  the  plausible  purpose  of 
exhibiting  Spanish  manufactures  and  has  been  sold 
in  Montevideo  and  bought  by  Don  Pedro  G.nllaml 
at  a  very  cheap  figure,  is  now  being  filled  up  as 
an  excursion  steamer  to  take  Argentines  to  the 
Chicago  exhibition.  She  will  sail  down  the  St. 
Lawrence,  anil  through  the  lakes,  affording  the 
tourists  a  'magnificent  "puseo"  and  nt  a  very  cheap 
cost.  It  is  the  first  expedition  of  the  kind  ever 
started  in  the  River  Plate.—  Buenos  Aires  Stan- 
dW.  The  steamer  was  called  the  Conde  de  Vihno, 
we  believe,  but  will  probably  be  rechristcned.

—The  Rio  Grande  dictator,  ]>.  Julio  dc  Cas- 
tings, is  now  on  his  way  to  Kio.  We  do  not  know 
whether  he  is  to  have  a  triumphal  ent-y,  or  not. 

—The  Pernambuco  chamber  of  deputies  on  the 
2tnl  inst,  passed  by  11  two-tlords  vote,  over  the 
gove'iior'a  veto,  the  bills  on  the  police  force  and 
municipal  organization! 

—The  two  houses  of  the  S,  Paulo  legislature  in 
joint  session  on  the  4th  inst.,  rejected  the  hill 
granting  a  subsidy  to  a  line  of  steamers  for  im- 
port. 11  g  food  products, 

A  peculiarly  appropriate  nomination  was  re- 
cently made,  or  indicated,  by  the  Bahia  statu 
senate,  which  named  Dr.  Trancjuilino  Torres  for 
the  presidency  of  the  tribunal  de  cottfiietos, 

—An  Italian  was  found  assassinated  in  Run  An- 
tonio I'rarlo,  Sao  Paulo,  on  the  morning  of  the  7lh, 
anil  an  Italian  woman  was  a  rested  just  as  she  was 
about  to  throw  a  newly-born  babe  into  the  river. 

—The  governor  of  Para  has  resolved  to  order 
the  beginning  of  work  on  the  roads  from  Obiilos 
and  Alemquer  toward  the  Guiana  frontier,  as 
provided  for  by  a  recent  act  of  the  state  legislature. 

—The  surveys  for  a  general  plan  of  sanitary  im- 
provements in  Santos  were  inaugurated  by  Prof. 
John  E.  Hill  on  the  5th.  He  will  be  accom- 
panied by  a  commission  of  physicians  and 
engineers. 

—The  municipal  chamber  of  Nictheroy  has 
appointed  a  committee  to  confer  with  President 
Floriano  Peixoto  in  regard  to  the  means  of  improv- 
ing communications  between  Rio  de  Janeiro  and 
that  city. 

—A  S.  Paulo  telegram  of  yesterday  states  that 
the  jewelry  store  of  llirle  &  Co.  was  robbed  the 
preceding  night  of  150,000$  worth  of  goods. 
Thee  was  no  vestige  of  tin;  thieves  and  no  signs 
of  how  an  entrance  was  effected. 

—'Ihe  president  of  the  Bahia  senate  still  con- 
tiuues  president  of  the  court  of  appeals  of  that 
state,  notwithstanding  its  illegality  and  impropriety. 
It  would  appear  from  this  that  restrictive  laws  are 
intended  only  for  those  in  opposition. 

—A  new  Italian  journal  appeared  in  Sao  Paulo 
on  the  71I1  under  the  singular  title  Le  Forche 
Caiidinc  The  editor  was  promptly  advised  by 
the  police  that  he  must  not  use  any  inconvenient 
expressions  against  the  Brazilian  nationality. 

—The  municipal  chamber  of  Nictheroy  some 
time  ago  sent  agents  to  Minas  Geraes  to  buy  cattle 
for  supplying  that  city  with  beef.  These 'agents 
arranged  for  the  purchase  of  10,000  head  ofeattle, 
bm  were  unable  to  obtain  transportation  for  them 
on  the  railways. 

— At  Sanlos  on  the  4II1  inst.  there  was  a  meeting 
of  importers  ami  exporters  for  Ihe  purpose  of 
taking  measures  for  improving  the  serv'ce  of  trans- 
portation of  merchandise.  A  new  agreement  was 
made  with  the  S.  Paulo  railway  in  regard  to  the 
recdvine  of  Height. 

— In  Pernambuco  the  Associacao  Commercial 
published  on  ihe  2nd  inst.  a  vigorous  piotest 
against  the  provisions  of  the  municipal  budge:, 
wdiich  it  considers  unconstitutional  and  defimcnlal 
to  commercial  interests.  It  is  stated  that  among 
the  provisions  there  is  one  taxing  the  carrying  of 
parcels  in  the  streets, 

—AS.  Paulo  telegram  of  the  7th  says  that  two 
Italians  were  arrested  at  Penha  for  disobeying  the 
police.  At  night  sonic  of  their  countrymen 
assaulted  ihe  police  station  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
leasing them,  but  were  driven  away  by  the  arrival 
of  a  dciachmenl  of  cavalry.  Some  of  ihe  policemen 
were  considerably  injured  in  the  fight,  and  several 
assailants  weie  arrested. 

—  In  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  the  members  of  the 
legislatuie  on  the  2nd  inst.,  after  the  adjournment 
of  that  body,  collectively  resigned  their  seats, 
declaring  that,  having  defeated  their  adversaries  in 
an  armed  contest,  they  now  desire  to  have  their 
victory  conh-med  at  the  polls.  Unless  the  federal 
troops  a-c  withdrawn  from  the  state,  their  wish 
will  probably  be  gratified. 

— A  telegram  of  the  4th  inst.  from  S.  Paulo 
says  that  the  financial  crisis  is  at  last  beginning  to 
empty  that  city.  Many  persons  have  left  and  the 
number  of  houses  for  rent  is  increasing.  There 
has  been  a  decline  in  the  value  of  real  estate. 
Many  immigrants  are  leaving  for  Europe  and 
Argentina.  The  municipal  council  has  opened  two 
shops  for  selling  food  to  the  poor. 

— Telegrams  from  Parana  report  much  political 
agitation  in  that  stale.  It  is  reported  that  the 
arrest  of  lbs.  Doria,  Westphalen,  Cunha  Brito, 
Manuel  Pedro,  Amynthns  and  others  has  been 
ordered,  and  that  several  officers  of  the  army,  in- 
cluding Col.  Olympio  Ferraz,  commander  of  the 
17th  battalion,  have  received  instructions  to  report 
in  person  at  the  war  office  in  Rio  de  Janeiro. 

—The  Castilhos  partisans  appear  to  have  sacked 
the  estaneia  of  Jose  Bonifacio  da  Silva  Tavares, 
near  Bage,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  causing  losses  to 
the  extent  of  90,000$,  It  is  said  that  robberies 
and  assassinations  for  political  reasons  have  oc- 
curred in  every  part  of  the  state.  It  is  evident 
that  we  have  not  seen  the  last  of  ihe  Rio  Grande 
difficulty,  nor  will  we  as  long  as  partizan  reprisals 
are  carried  on, 

—■Full  returns  from  the  congressional  election 
in  Pahia  show  the  following  result :— Senate:  Ruy 
Ba-.-bosa,  33.570;  Victorino  Monteiro,  34.432 ;

RAILWAY  AID. 
The  following  executive  message  lo  Congres  was 
published  in  Hie  Piano  Official  n\  Sunday  ': 
Gentlemen,  Members  of  Congress  : 

Il  being  desirable  lo  facilitate  the  means  of 
realizing  capital  for  the  works  of  authorized  lines, 
(or  complying  some  and  lor  others  nol  vet  begun, 

i der  that 'we  may  secure  r.ood   results    in    the 

iiuiideialion  of  foreign  laborers,  to  promote  llie 
settlement  of  our  soil,  elevate  exchange,  develop 
economies  and  obtain  a  consequent  increase  in  the 
public  revenues,  and  it  being  proved  that  at  present 
the  system  of  interest  ejiarnniees  does  not  allract 
capital,  1  submit  to  your  enlightened  opinion  the 
enclosed  bases  upon  which  should  be  framed  a 
project  of  law  relative  lo  the  subject. 

As  a  mailer  ol  ■jreat  importance,  I  expect  Irom 
your  zeal  llial  you  will  study  ihe  question,  accepting 
or  modifying  llie  ideas  which  I  submit  to  your 
appreciation,  if  yon  see  lhat  il  is  re'ally  necessary  in 
the  present  financial  situation  to  raise  capital  abroad 
which  can  be  used  in  the  development  of  our 
railway  system,  acceleraiing  our  progress  and 
improving  our  economical  condition. 

The  following  are  llie  bases  upon  which,  in  my 
opinion,  the  authorized  railway  companies  or 
grantees  can  tnosl  readily  succeed  in  obtaining  the 
necessary  eapiinl  : 

a)  To  authorize  the  government  to  renew  the 
concessions  of  roads  of  real  and  immediate 
public  uliliiy  and  wdiose  capital  may  not  be 
realized,  sub-bluling  the  interest  guarantee  for 
debentures  guaranteed  by  the  hypothecation  of 
the  roads  for  whose  construction,  or  continuation 
of  constntclion,  they  shall  he  emitted,  and  by  the 
State,  which  shall  be  able  to  redeem  them  by  lot 
or  purchase  whenever  il  thinks  convenient  ; 

l>)  The  debenture  interest  should  not  he  more 
than  5  per  cent,  per  annum,  al  ihe  exchange  tif  27 
pence  per  milreis,  and  an  amortization  of  one 
per  cent  ; 

c)  The  payments  of  interest  should  be  made 
hall  yearly  by  the  Treasury  and  its  agencies 
abroad  ;  the  payment  of  amortization,  however, 
should  be  made  annually  ; 

d)  The  government  will  he  the  judge  of  the 
convenience  ol  applying  ibis  system  to  any 
mil  way  concession,  being  able,  however,  lo 
grant  it  only  for  roads  which  shall  be  clearly 
advantageous,  which  are  seeking  productive 
regions  and  which  do  not  require  a  large  number 
ol  years  for  construction  and  to  secure  traffic  ; 

e)  In  the  act  of  authorization,  the  govern- 
ment will  fix  the  maximum  of  capital  which  each 
company  can  raise,  ihe  lolal  ol  the  authoriza- 
tions not  being  permitted  to  exceed  _£io,ooo,OOj 
Sterling  in  the  current  year  ;  " 
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f)  The  railway  ooiiipimiai  which  nceapt  Mils 
renewal  should  he  ablluctl  to  deport  in  the 

Treasury  hnlf  yearly  nil  their  net  rccalpls  up  In 
ihe  maximum  of  1 1 1«  expenses  with  the  service  of 
which  ll.e  preceding  nrliclo  irents  ;
